The greatco failure of F. Shaw & Bros., tanners 
and leather dealers, is attracting attention again in 
the East. The time during which the offers of a 
settlement can be accepted expires March 1, and 
out of 1,000 to 2,000 creditors, to whom $6,000,000 is 
due, only thirty or forty persons; mostly of Massa- 
chusétts, resist a compromise. There are two 
propositions—3344 per cent in cash or 25 pem cent 
in cash and 15 per cent payable one-half in one 
year and one-half in two years secured by real es- 
tate. Most of the creditors have accepted the sec- 
ond proposition. The Boston banks bave all agreed 
but one, which holds a claim of $5,000. About 
$4,000,000 of the indebtedness is in Massachusetts, 
and only $400,000 or $500,000 of the property. The 
creditors in that State will therefore get but a 
small nibbie of the assets if they do not accept one 
of the propositions. There are innumerable suite 
pending, and the settlement of the estate in the in- 
solvency courts of the various States will involve 
a deal of work and expense. 

There were more commercial failures in San 
Francisco in January than during the whole of 1883. 
They were due chiefly to grain charters placed at 
£8, which fell later to about £1, and the low prices 
of wheat in Europe. During the year 1883 there 
was an unusual immunity from failures, those that 
happened being mainly in the dry-goods and cloth- 
ing trades and in consequence of the failure of 
houses in the East.
